ANGLETON, Aug. 1—(/P)—Hear- 
ing for six Houston newspaper edit- 
ors and reporters on charges of 
Contempt of district court here got 
under way' today after a morning 
spent in conference between Judge 
M.' S. Munson and attorneys. 


The six who have been cited for 
contempt are Managing Editor E. 
M.,Pooley' and Harry McCormiok of 
the Houston Press; Managing Edit- 
or Max Jacobs and Frank White 
Of the Houston Post, and Editor 
George Cottlngham and Ed Rider 
of .the Houston Chronicle. 
The charges grew out of the fail- 
ure of the three newspapers to 
heed ihe oral order of Judge Mun- 
son not to print testimony in the 
murder trial of Clyde Thompson, 
Retrieve farm convict. The judge 
declared that printing of the tes- 
timony would hinder efforts "to ob- 
tain a jury in subsequent trials of 
two xellow convicts charged in the 
slaying.

The "G Men" who collared near- 


ly 140 ' robbers of national banks 
last year, are called

shield another $18,000,000,000 (18 
billion-) under a provision tucked 
away in the new banking bill, now 
in conference between senate and 
housq. 


The bill extends to all banks In- 
sured by the federal deposit in- 
surance corporation the "G Man" 
protection given last year to na- 
tional banks and federal reserve 
member banks. 


"Country bankers," have feared, 


since the' federal agents were put 
on the job last year, that the 
bank robber, frightened away from 
big game" would redouble his 
attack on the small town bank. 


Undef the new law, the agents 
would be given orders ,to track 
down robbers who steal any of 
the 
$41,000,000,000 deposits 
'in 


14,280, banks, national and state. 


Since the entry of the agents 
into the bank sector of the war 
on crime, there has been a sharp 
and steady drop in the number of 
bank robberies, justice department 
figures say. 


The violent ending of the ca- 
reers of Dillinger, "Pretty Boy" 
Floyd, the Barker Brothers and 
other hoodlums was one step in 
this campaign. 


Bank robberies have decreased 
more than 50 per 
cent. 
The 


American 
Bankers' 
association 
records disclose that there were 
16 robberies a month 'in 1933. 
When the 
federal agents took 
up the trail of the bank robber 
in 1934, the monthly 
average 
dropped to 11.1.

ON ANCIENT KINGDOM 


ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 1.—( 
Mass recruiting for the Ethiopian 
army began today in the capital. 


The recruiting was preceded by 
a military review and a mass 
meeting in front of the ministry 
of 
war. 


The action was taken following 
a war council -by the high chiefs 
of Ethiopia, who were reported to 
have told Emperor Halle Selassie 
they believed "It may be too late 
now to prevent war." 


One source said the emperor was 
gravely concerned by mounting evi- 
dence that tens of thousands of his 
warriors were eager for open hls- 
tilities at once to avenge what they 
regarded as an Italian "slur" on 
their ancient kingdom, 
Halle Selassie, apparently anxi- 


ous to do nothing to increase the 
tension, sternly rebuked some of 
the leaders who were understood 
to have urged a breaking off of 
diplomatic relations with Italy. 
The united loyalty of the rases, 
or tribal chieftains, was empha- 
sized in a manifesto issued after 
yesterday's secret •session i.i the 
palace courtyard, asserting that no 
mandate of any nature over Ethto-

LEON C O U N T Y FARMER 
FREED BY JURY IN DISTRICT

After only, one hour

minutes deliberation, the jury in 
the trial of George Ketchey, 61, 
"Leon county, farmer, Wednesday 
afternoon returned a verdict of 
not guilty at 4:25 o'clock in the 
Thirteenth judicial district court. 


Ketchey was tried on a murder 
indictment in connection with the 
death of W. J. Towns, 37, of Cor- 
sicana. Towns died in the P. and 
S. Hospital, March 22, following

The defendant was remanded 


to jail without ball at the con- 
clusion of an examining trial and 
later was denied bail at the con- 
clusion of a habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings by District Judge J. S.

clined to tell the senate finance 
committee whether the house tax 
bill disregards President

statement to the committee warn- 
ing against new expenditures out- 
side the budget and expressing 
the hope the revenues from the 
tax bill would be aplied against 
the deficit and the national debt, 
Morgenthau was asked his views 
on the house measure. 


He consulted his advisers and 
then said it was not his duty to 
pass on it, that his views were 
those outlined in the President's 
message.

the treasury, I'm not going to try 
to write tax bills," he asserted.

DUCK HUNTING THIS SEASON

Outlinglng the "most rigid regu- 
lations in the history of Ameri- 
can wlld-fowling,".J. N. ("Ding") 
Darling, chief of the 
biological 
survey, today said the 
nation's 


duck hunters will have 30 days 
of shooting this fall. 


Darling 
said 
the 
regulations 
had been approved by President 
Roosevelt and that he expected 
them to save 50 per cent of the 
increase in ducks this year. 
Shooting over baited water or 


land will be prohibited. 
No live decoys can be used at 
any place. 


Zoning of states by seasons will 


be eliminated and the nation will 
be divided into two zones, north- 
ern and southern. 


Shooting will be permitted only 
between 7 a. m. and 4 p. jn. 
Possession of more than 
one 
day's bag limit, which was re- 
duced from 12 to 10, will be il- 
legal. 


A three-shell 
limit on 
auto- 
loading and repeating 
shotguns 
will become effective. 
The season will open in north- 


£T.n, atatei Oc.tober. 21 and close 


November 19. In southern states 
it will be from November 20 to 
December 19.

WORK IN WORK RELIEF DRIVE TO 
CHECK UP ON ALL TAX EVASIONS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
1.—(#>)— 
.President Roosevelt today allot- 
ted $5,112,125 of work relief funds 
to the treasury department for a 
three-fold drive to tighten up on 
tax collection. 


Included wiuld be an Intensive 


check-up on Income tax returns 
of the "little fellow'" and a drive 
against "evasions" of liquor tax- 
es. 


White collar jobless will be em- 


ployed in the work. Officials said 
they hoped the studies 
would 
bring Increased tax revenues. 


The largest allotment was $2,- 


448,290 for a survey of delinquent 
taxes and "nuisance" tax collec- 
tions In 20 large cities. The bu- 
reau of internal revenue also re- 
ceived $1,577,894 to check small 
Income tax returns; and $1,086,541 
for a nation-wide study of retail 
liquor tax evasions. 


Two other white collar projects 
also received funds, the census 
bureau getting allotments of $1,- 
804,948 for an alphabetical index 
of the 1900 census, and $293,000 to 
determine any Improvement in re- 
tail trade during the past two 
years. 


Commenting on the income tax 


check-up, treasury officials -said 
that in recent years 
revenue 
agents have been able to examine 
only 350,000 of the 700,000 returns 
sent them for study. Those ex- 
amined have been returns of larg- 
er tax-payers. Now the small tax- 
payer will be checked. About 1,- 
000 people will be employed on the 
new job.

"If things are In a mess, as 


testified before the

perts to investigate the record 
system and make 
recommenda-

Hot Oil at Minimum. 


Terrell testified he believed the 


proratlon statutes never could be 
enforced completely until the theft 
of oil was made a felony. 


His comment followed questions 


by Jones about a statement al- 
legedly made in Washington by 
Thompson that last April produc- 
tion of hot oil had decreased to 
a "mere trickle" and "an irreduc- 
ible minimum." 


Jones asked about asserted dis- 


crepancies .of more than 200,000 
barrels between the commission's 
reports of crude runs to a certain 
refinery 
during April and 
the 
comgtroller's reports. 


The refinery allegedly ran 340,- 


890 barrels, 
according to 
the 


comptroller, while the commission 
showed only 36,000 barrels. 
Jones asked if Terrell subscrib- 


ed- to Thompson's statement 
in 


the light of the comptroller's re- 
ports and the possibility of sim- 
iar discrepancies 
for other re- 


fineries. 


Zeal Comes Exaggeration. 


'I don't 
subscribe because I 


don't know," Terrell said. "I don't 
know whether Colonel Thompson 
made the statement. 
In our zeal, 


you know, we sometimes are in- 
clined to exaggerate." • 


A few minutes later, however, 


Terrell expressed the opinion that 
hot oil production "now is down 
to a mere trickle, you might say 
to an irreducible minimum." 


"If one supposedly clean outfit 
gets off with more than 200,000 
barrels of oil in one month, would 
that show that hot oil had been 
cut to an Irreducible minimum?" 
persisted Jones. "Some of the oil 
might have been produced 
ear- 


lier," Terrell 
said. 
Adding he 


could not understand how any 
large amount of hot oil could be 
run in view of the rigid tender 
system. 
He said there was "grave dan- 


ger" that a racket would develop 
under the law authorizing confis- 
cation and sale of oil declared by 
court process to have been i!l«- 
gally produced. 


Flea Weak Title 
"When oil is confiscated 
and 


sold under court order, the buy- 
ers always claim they can't pay 
much because of weak titles," Ter- 
rell said. "The result 'is they get 
the oil for about 40 cents a bar- 
rel and cell it at around $1 or 
refine it, making 
approximately 


60 cents on the barrel. 
"It is a great inducement for 


an oil operator to run hot oil, 
then buy it in. It Is a problem 
that will have to be met by the 
next legislature. I think the at- 
torney 
general's 
department 
is 


aware of it and is doing its best 
to combat it." 
Jones said he realized the prob- 


lem was a big one and agreed the 
commission should have adequate 
men and money to cope with it. 


Terrell voiced strong opposition 


to establishment 
of a separate 


natural resources commission and 
said he believed the railroad com- 
mission, with few exceptions, had 
the problem in hand. 


"You wouldn't be qualified to 


go over there and supervise the 
work, would you?" Jones asked. 
"If I spent all my time over 


there I believe I could," 
Terrell 


said. 'Of course I would need 
oualiifed men under me. No man 
could do it by himself." 


Have to Depend on Men. 
Jones brought out that much of 
the commission's supervisory au- 
thority was delegated to its em- 
ployes. 
"It is the same, as a general in 


the army or any other organiza- 
tion," Terrell said. "You have to 
depend on the men under you." 
"Is it your opinion that we 


ought to divorce the oil and gas 
division from the railroad com- 
mission and that the people would 
best be served by an appointive 
board named by the governor, or 
by division 
of 
the 
appointive 


power, in which qualifications and 
knowledge of the petroleum In- 
dustry be one of the requisites?" 
Jones queried. 
"No," Terrell replied. "It. should 


be in a board elected by the peo- 
ple and responsible to the people.

The senate committee started 
hearings today. From L. H. Par- 
ker, chief of staff of the joint 
congressional committee on tax- 
ation, it developed that th« house 
bill measure narrowed the limits 
of the graduated corporation levy 
suggested by the executive and 
contained 
an excess profits tax 
because it was thought this was 
a "fairer test" of ability to pay. 
Parker said the surtax increases 


had been started at $50,000 net 
income instead of the $1,000,000 
"example" suggested by Mr. Roose- 
velt because only around $5,000,000 
or $6,000,000 in revenue could be 
raised If the poosts started at the 
higher figure. He estimated the 
yield would be $45,000,000 by low- 
ering the bracket to $50,000. 


Doughton said if he failed to 
get the bill up for debate tomor- 
row it would be taken up "Thurs- 
day at the latest-" 
"I hope we can get it passed 


by Saturday," 
Doughton added. 


"If we don't, we certainly can get 
it through by Monday." 


The bill includes recommenda- 


tions outlined by President Rose- 
velt In his message to congress 
June 19 advocating a "wider dis- 
tribution of wealth." 


It embodies new taxes on in- 


heritances and gifts, in addition 
to. those already 
levied on es- 


tates and gifts; increased taxes 
on individual Incomes and cor- 
poration excess profits and grad- 
uated levies on corporation net 
incomes.

WHEAT ACREAGE REDUCTION FOR 
1936 OF FIFTEEN PER CENT HAS 


BEEN PLANNED BY AAA HEADS 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—C/PJ— 
The AAA announced today that a 
IS per cent reduction In wheat 
acreage in 1936 will be required of 
farmers who sign contracts to ad- 
just production. 
At the same time. Chester C. 
Davis, farm 
administrator, 
told 
farmers that If the supreme court 
should rule out the AAA program, 
the government would pay them 
for their "compliance" up to the 
'date of such a decision." 
The new contract, to be offered 


to farmers probably within two 
or three weeks, will cover the 
crop years 1936-39, Inclusive. 
II 


will be subject to termination at 
the end of any marketing year by 
the secretary of agriculture, and 
any grower will be given the op- 
tion of withdrawing at the end 
of the first two-year period. 
Davis urged farmers to sign as 
soon as the contracts are completed. 
He called attention to the pending 
AAA amendments which he said 
should make certain constitution- 
ality of the farm program. 
In case of invalidation by the 
high court, ho said, "the govern- 
ment would have both a moral 
and a legal obligation to compen- 
sate farmers fully for perform- 
ance up to the date of such a de- 
cision." 


The AAA, officials said, will seek 


to place from 80,000,000 to 63,000,- 
000 acres of wheat land in the 
nation under contract. 
In 1983, 


approximately 51,000,000 acres were 
placed under contract, and a 15 
per cent acreage reduction was 
required for 1934. 
The contract 


covered 1935, when a 10 per cent 
reduction was required. 
Under the new contracts, farm- 


era can not plant more than 85 
per cent of the base acreage (1930- 
32 averages), nor less than M per 
cent of the base acreage for 1930. 
The contracts will provide for ac- 
reage adjustment to a maximum 
of 25 per cent in subsequent years. 
It Is expected that the contracts 
also will provide specific plans to 
use the contracted land for soil- 
improving and erosion preventing 
crops, while some may be return- 
ed permanently to grass of three 
crops.

questioned Dr. Bauer, said th» vic- 
tim named as a suspect a man 
whom Mrs. Bauer had often said 
waa Intensely jealous and embit- 
tered because of the marriage. Dr. 
Bauer did not know the man per- 
sonally, Doyle said. 
Dr. Bauer 
recently completed 


his studies at the Laughlln School 
of Osteopathy at Klrksvllle, Mo. 
Three weeks ago he was married. 
Then leaving his bride at Klrkti- 
vllle, he went to Ann Arbow for 
post graduate work at th« Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 


Left at Filling Station. 
At 12:30 a. m. (CST) attendants 
at « South Side filling station 
saw a small coupe rolling slowly 
Into the driveway. A man leaped 
from the car and disappeared Into 
the darkness. 
From the automobile the attend- 


ants, Harry and Harold Anderson, 
heard moans.

Doctor Is Kidnapped.

tance when the stranger drew a 
revolver and said: 


"You 
had better do what I tell

The man then ordered Bauer to 
drive to Chicago. 


En route they stopped for food 


and gasoline. 
The abductor kept 
the revolver concealed In a coat 
pocket but pressd against 
Dr.

Arriving at Chicago, the strang- 


er directed his unwilling chatif- 
fcur to drive to a lonely section 
west of the Oakland cemetery, 
There Dr. Bauer was commanded 
to stop. 


The stranger tied him hand snd 
foot with soiled rags, and produc- 
ed a penknife. As the man began 
the operation Dr. Bauer lost con- 
sciousness. He revived when the 
car rolled Into the filling station.

Near death, Bauer nevertheless 
managed to describe his assailant 
and advance what he said was 
the only reason he could assign 
for the attack—jealousy on the 
part of a former suitor for his 
wife's affection.

A Russian jurist assures an 
American correspo n d e n t 
that there really is a law 
against such abuse. Appar- 
ently it is left to the dis- 
cretion of the judge. We 
might say about the same 
thing of our American di- 
vorce policy. There is talk 
now in Russia of tightening 
up the law.

OIL UNREST IS DUE 
PRICE CUT RUMORS 


CHAIRMAN TEXAS COMMIS 


SIGN SAYS OIL BUSINESS 
CONTROLLED BY STATE 


AUSTIN, July 30.—W— 


Ernest 0. Thompson, chair 
man of the Texas railroad 
commission, today chargec 
in a statement to a legis- 
lative investigating commit- 
tee that unrest in the oil.in- 
dustry 
resulted 
directly 
from rumors of a price cut com- 
ing out of New York. 


Thompson said the battle of the 
state for the right to control its 
oil resources was "almost won." 


"The oil business of Texas L 


now effectively controlled by the 
state of Texas—not by Wall street,' 
he said. 


"Remember, gentlemen, that for 


50 years before state control 01 
the 
oil 
business, the 
princlpa 


profits of the big companies were 
made by reducing 
prices, 
after 


emptying- their storage tanks, that 
they might fill them again with 
cheap oil and incidentally acquire 
valuable oil properties at sasrifce 
prices from 
independents whose 


distress had been caused by the 
low price. Some will never be satis 
fied until they can return to this 
predatory system, profiting from 
the misery of the weak." 
Price Cut Rumors 


"For the past 60 days," Thomp- 


son said, "rumors of an impending 
price cut have come out of New 
York. When Mr. Ickes (secretary 
of the interior) 
recently recom- 


mended a cut of 40,000 barrels per 
day in Texas production, we made 
a cut of 80,000 barrels per day. Yei 
rumors of a price cut still persist 
The issue is: Shall Texas continue 
to control the oil business in Texas 
or shall we surrender that control 
to Wall street?" 


Thompson said it was "quite pos- 


sible that, in the magnitude of 
the task of handling the giant 
East Texas field, the commission 
ms made many mistakes." He said 
ic was sure the committee had 
'ound conditions that could be im- 
proved and promised hearty co- 
operation in correcting any faults. 


"You were appointed to investi- 


gate charges based on rumors and 
nsinuations 
reflecting on Texas' 


officials engaged in 'administering 
he Texas oil proration laws, to the 
nd that the far name of Texas 
night be protected. Knowing your 
ilgh regard for the fair name of 
Texas and its citizens and officials, 
am sure you would not entertain 
r give dignity to any charges not 
upported by reputable witnesses 
mdcr oath. I am sure you are not 
unmindful of the fact that those 
who would wrest control of the oil 
jusiness from the state of Texas 
might,

inspired propaganda, 


cek to destroy the confidence of 
he people in their officials.

"The 
railroad 
commission has 
many employes. So far as I know 
and believe they are honest and 
rustworthy. If I am mistaken and 
you have found any evidence to 
establish that any employe of the

dence that we may discharge him 
and do everything in our power to 
>ring about hlo punishment. 


"As chairman 
of 
the railroad 


commission, I am most anxious to

ment of proration, has 'it not?" 
Latham asked, beginning the ques- 
tioning for the committee. 


"Yes it has," Thompson replied. 
Traces Legal Fight. 
Ha described proration as an 
attempt by man to "limit the al- 
most inexorable law 
of 
supply 


and demand," then traced efforts 
of the commission, through many 
court tests, to find sound 
legal 


grounds on which to base 
en- 
forcement. 


In response to questioning, he 


said there were approximately 85 
refiners in the East Texas field 
at present, and that the commis- 
sion was concerned with refin- 
ery - operations only as an ad- 
junct to enforcing proration nad 
conserving oil.

BRILLIANT CAREER 
NOTED JOURNALIST 
ENDED MONDAY NIGHT

The long, brilliant journalistic and 
educational career of Dr. Walter 
Williams has been ended by death. 
Dr. Williams, 71, president 
of 
Missouri University until 
July 3 


and founder of Its widely known 
school of Journalism, died at 
his 


home here-last night after a long 
illness. 
, The funeral will be held Wed- 
nesday morning, with burial in Co- 
lumbia cemetery. 


With. Dr. Williams at the time 
of his death were his second wife, 
Mrs. Sara Lockwood Williams., au- 
thor and former journalism school 
instructor; and two children by 
a.,1£orme'i marriage, Edwin Moss 
Williams, New York, .and Mrs. 
John. F. Rhodes, Kansas City, 
Dr. Williams' career waa bound 
by close ties to lournallsm from 
the age of 15, when he obtained 
his first newspaper Job at Boon- 
ville, Mo. 


He was a member of the board 


of, curators of the University here 
and .editpr of the Columbia Her- 
ald in 1908 when he was asked to 
take charge of the Infant school 
of journalism. The curriculum he 
devised has been copied widely. 


He became'president of the'uni- 
versity in 1930, and resigned only 
a month ago due to failing health. 
Author of half a dozen books 
devoted principally to journalism 
and Missouri history. Dr. Williams 
also was

Made Trade a Profession. 


A high school graduate who 
used newspaper work as a path to 
a high place in the scholastic 
world, Dr. Walter Williams at- 
tained distinction as one of the 
tnost eminent American Journal- 
ists and educators of his time. 


It was said of him that 
he 


found journalism a trade and help- 
ed make It a profession. 
His work, which began as 
a 
printer's "devil," 
embraced 
the. 


activities of editor, author, good- 
will ambassador, founder and dean 
of the first collegiate school of 
Journalism in the world, and univer- 
sity president. 


Although his schooling was lim- 
ited to preparatory class rooms 
and the only degree he possessed 
was tho honorary degree of doc- 
tor of laws, Dr. Williams, by rea- 
son of his work as founder of the 
school's department of Journalism 
was named president' o'f the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. He took of- 
fice January 1, 1931, spending1 the 
following summer In a tour of 
Latin-America, in which he was 
received as distinguished guest in 
several capitals of Central 
and 
South America. 


Dr. Williams was 15 years old 


when he obtained his first news- 
paper Job in the composing room 
of the Boonville, Mo., Topics at 76 
cents a week. 
Eight years later 
he became editor and part owner 
of the Boonville Advertiser and 
president of the Missouri Press 
Association. 


He assumed editorial supervis- 
ion in 1890 of tha Columbia. Mo., 
Herald, which bore the reputation 
of being one of the model small- 
town newspapers 
of 
America 
From that time on his activities 
in newspaper work broadened and 
he rapidly gained recognition for 
his efforts to raise the standards 
of Journalism. 
While editor of 
the Herald he also directed by 
telephone the editing of the Dally 
State Tribune at Jefferson City, 
edited tho St. Louis Presbyterian 
and wrote for St. Louis anrj Kan- 
sas City Sunday newspapers. 
Wrote Code of Ethics, 


From his pen came "Tho Jour- 
nalists' Creed," a code of ethics 
conceived with the idea of culdlnir 
Journalists, both old and young, 
and setting forth tho high ideals 
of the profession. The creed was 
widely circulated and reprinted 
in many publications on Journal- 
Mm.

Dr. Williams was born at Boon- 
ville, Mo., July 2. 1864. In Juno

Harned of Vermont, Mo. They had 
two sons and a daughter. , Mrs.. 
Williams died in 1918. In October, 
1927, 
the dean married Miss Sara 
Lawrence Lockwood. a graduate 
of the school of journalism and 
later a member of the faculty. 


. Founded "Journalism Week.1? 
Through his journalistic activi- 


ties, Dean Williams became known 
In virtually every country of the 
earth. He made a world tour-in 
1902 as commissioner of the Louis- 
tana Purchase Exposition to- the 
foreign press, and again 
In -1818 
as a 'fellow of the Kahn Founda- 
tion fof the Foreign Travel 
of 
American Teachers. 
At his invitation ambassadors, 
statesmen and publishers of large 
metropolitan newspapers gathered 
at Columbia, Mo., for the Journal- 
Ism Weeks, which 
he Instituted. 


In the school of Journalism''build- 
ing were evidences of goodwill 
from Japan and Great Britain, 
presented by the ambassador! of 
those countries in rosognition of 
the efforts of Dr. Williams to-Im- 
prove international relations. 


Many honors were -conferred 
upon Dr. Williams by national 
and international press' associa- 
tions and congresses. As president 
of the National Editorial Associa- 
tion he wag the youngest Wan " 
ever to hold that position. He was 
a fellow of the British Institute 
of Journalists and a' member of 
the National Union of Journalist* 
of Great Britain. 
The honorary 


degree of doctor of laws was don-1 , 
ferred upon fcim by Missouri Val- 
ley College and Kansas State- Agri- 
cultural College.

filling its highest

patriotism and religion. 


A Clarion Call to Youth.

The World In A Mess 


We of today may have peculiar 


sympathy with Josiah's 
Judah, 


for our world, too, is in a mess. 
Before these lines can reach the 
reader war may be blazing in 
China, in Russia, east or west; in 
Ethiopia or in eastern Europe. 
In the face of • an absolutely un- 
precedented world 
passion 
for 


peace, the mad race of 
arma- 


ments and of militaristic states- 
manship goes on.

to

True, war 
calls 
itself 
more 


"civilized" nowadays. There is no 
Assyrian Asshurbanipal, who was 
a nightmare in Josiah's time, to 
cover "the walls of a city with 
the skins of the captives he had 
taken. 
The barbarities of 
the 


marching Scythians are not per- 
mitted today. 
Primitive horror, 


both of the prevalence of , tor- 
ture 
and indiscriminate massa- 


cre, filled the minds of the Jews 
at the period-of our Lesson. True, 
the Assyrian power was weak- 
ening, but Babylonia was growing 
stronger. With these menaces on 
the east, with Egypt to the south 
and with the Scythians 
to 
the 


north and west, the Jews were 
were in imminent danger of be- 
ing ' crushed between the 
upper, 


and nether millstones. 


They, like us, were forced to 


think internationally. Their brave 
young 
prophets 
were 
pointing 


out the relation between social 
injustice and religious decadence 
to the nation's political fate. For, 
let it be ever remembered, the 
faith and acts of men have a de- 
termining 
influence 
upon 
the 


course of events. History is not 
a blind Juggernaut, 
rolling on 


regardless of human will. 
The 


character and conduct of a peo- 
ple ultimately determine its fate. 
That is why sage partiots are 
nleading that we today should 
give special head to the morals 
and spiritual life of our 
time. 


The vitality of the Sunday school, 
for instance, is more determina- 
tive of the nation's future than, 


the speeches of the politicians. 
The Book That Chance* Nation* 
Newspaper readers should never 


miss a line about the progress of 
official atheism in Russia; about 
the government's war against the. 
church in Mejtico; 
about 
the 


progress of the new pagan cult In, 
Nazi Germany; or about the re- 
ligious Implications of 
Japan'! 


belief In the divinity of the em- 
peror. For religion is determina- 
tive of a nation's life; and we 
are witnessing 
large-scale 
phe- 


nomena that should deeply con- 
cern everybody; 
. 


In the case of Judah, It was the 


discovery of the Law in the neg- 
lected and perverted Temple that 
aroused King Josiah., No man 
can tell what will ensue when a 
potent personality discover! the 
written will of God. ' Our 
era 


would not be so befogged, politi- 
cally, economically and socially, 
if more of our leaders and peo- 
ple gave heed to the plain teach- 
ings of the Bible. The final word 
upon all our present problems 
is to be found in the Book which 
changes 
individual 
lives 
and 


whole nations. 


Like a besom of heaven, Josiah 


swept down upon the corruptions 
that had eaten into the life of 
his people. He purged the Tem- 
ple of all of its heathen accre- 
tions. He destroyed all the manl- 
ford tokens of idolatry In 
the 


land. It was a sweeping reform 
without precedent. 


Then followed a great 
public 


reading of the newly discovered 
Law of God; and a 
national 


celebration of the Passover, the 
major {east of the Jews.' And be- 
cause ol this tremendous .turning 
back into the ways of God, the 
nation was shielded, during Jo- 
siahs' reign, from the menace of 
the 
Scythians, 
Assyrians 
and 


Egyptians. Religion had proved, 
itself the highest form and state- 
craft.
